Discuss Millage 


The Lenawee Intermediate 
School District Board heard a 
rationale June 25 for a one mill 
country-wide charter tax proposal 
for special education that would 
raise $800,000. 

The board took no action. A 

* decision may be made at the July 
11 board meeting at the ISD of- 
fices. 

The rationale included three 
prime reasons: 1) to fund the cost, 
of the construction of additional 
facilities at the Milton C. Porter 
Education Center 2) to provide 
special education programs for 
1,000 mildly handicapped children 
3) to continue current level of 
existing programs threatened by 
inflation. 

Construction program at the 
Proctor Center was estimated at 
$1.5 million to provide a lun- 
chroom, physical education gym, 
therapy rooms, media center and 
offices, bus transportation facility. 
A therapy pool may be paid for by 
private foundation funds.

Visits to Tecumseh by 
Boysville youth are being 
restricted to emergency 
medical treatment only since 
the “rape of a Tecumseh 
housewife allegedly by a 
Boysville youth June 4. 

The policy is in response to 
‘our responsibility to 
Tecumseh,” said Brother 
Francis Boylan, ad- 
ministrator at Boysville. 

Last week a petition with 238 
signatures of Macon and 
Tecumseh area residents was 
delivered to Tecumseh City 
Council. The petitioners asked 
for a “full investigation" of 
the incident. 

In the latest development, 
the petitioners asked the 
Boysville administrator to 
attend the July 16 Tecumseh 
City Council meeting to 
discuss the signers' concerns. 
Brother Boylan said that he 
plans to attend the meeting. 

Located about 15 miles 
northeast of Tecumseh in the 
village of Macon, Boysville is 
a community based, 
residential program that 
services ‘‘socially malad- 
justed male youth,” aged 12-17 
and their families. 

Unlike a detention center 
where individuals are con- 
fined and isolated from each 
other; Boysville is an ''open 
setting." It utilizés peer and 
family group support systems 
in treatment programs. Youth 
live together in groups of 11. 
They work, study, eat, sleep 
and recreate as a group with 
their staff on duty 24 hours 

Operated by the Catholic 
Church in Michigan, Boysville 

administered by the 
Brothers of the. Holy Cross 


Brother Boylan has been 
director for three years, 
having served at Boysville for 
11 years. 


About 120 students reside at 
the campus year-round. Ratio 
of students to staff is 11 to one 
Referrals are made to 
Boysville by private agencies 
or county or the state. The 
students are either wards of 
the court or state or they may 
be placed at Boysville by their 
parents. - 

All students are residents of 
Michigan. The largest number 
of students come from Wayne 
County and neighboring 
counties in the southeastern 
Michigan metropolitan area. 

Brother Edward Overstreet 
explained that those admitted 
to 'Boysville are  ''ad- 
judicated."' In the language of 
the court that means the court 
determines that it is in the 
best interest of the student 
that he should not live at home 
and could benefit from a 
treatment program. 

Of the student population, 
45-60 percent are status of- 
fenders, 19-12 percent are 
abuse-neglect dependents and 
about 55-40 регсейі are 
criminal offenders, Over- 
street stated. 

Status offenses include 
behavior problems such as 
truancy. Criminal offenses 
range from shoplifting, car 
theft, traffic offenses, larceny, 
assault. 

Of those criminal offenders, 
only 58 percent are alleged 
felons, said Overstreet. He 
pointed out that the state does 
not recommend a felon to be 
placed in an open setting such 
as Boysville, although a 
waiver may be granted. 

“Labels don't meanali-that 
much," said Overstreet. “We 


“We've been accused of 
taking only ‘good-boys’. They 
(case workers) say that that's 
why our success rate is so 
high," said Boylan. “But we 
believe it is our responsibility 
to the community to select 
those we feel suited to the 
program." > 

Boylan said that in the past, 
students came to Tecumseh 
for limited recreation, such as 
swimming; for off campus 
employment such as land- 
scaping work and for medical 
visits such as dental and 
hospital treatment that cannot 
be provided in the clinic on 
campus. The doctors are paid 
for their medical service. 

On these off campus trips, 
the students are accompanied 
with their resident staff, one 
or two staff members for a 
group of 11. 

For dental and medical 
appointments, the procedure 
was to chauffeur the students, 
usually one to three, to an 
appointment. The staff 
member would then. do an 
errand such as banking and 
return to pick up the students. 

Now íhe students will be 
escorted to the doctor's office, 
said Boylan.

have been caught nibbling at 
some rather exotic foods. He 
claims that these likable birds 
have shown a fondness for 


eggs, fried, scrambled or 
boiled 
They also eat raisins, 


oranges and even bananas. 
(Strawberries are high ón the 
list, too, but since our 
neighbor had а beautiful 
strawberry patch, perhaps I 
Should not mention who just 
might have gotten some of his 
choice berries 

Other things on the list are 
dry cereals, and one person 
reported that his catbirds 
liked mil. on their puffed 
wheat. Mr. D. also says that 
plain milk, as well as fried 
fish, was tempting. Catbirds, 
fish, milk — really! 

As much fun as it would be 
to have catbirds dining at the 
near-my-window feeders, I 
somehow can’t quite. see 
putting out fried eggs, fish or 
milk soaked puffed wheat 

If they were winter birds 
they might develop a taste for 
corn or sunflower seeds. When 
one watches her birds in such 
a restricted area as I do, there 
is much to be said in praise of 
those free loaders who eat a 
sane and sensible bird feeder 
diet.

Brother Francis Boylan of 
Boysville, invited to Monday 
night’s Council meeting, explained 
the supervision of youths to local 
officials and some 20 residents, 
who later met with him for almost 
two hours following the city 
meeting. 

Relative to a June 4 assault ‘of a 
Tecumsh housewife, he termed 
that it was ‘inappropriate for him 
to comment on it at this time.” A 
15-year-old Boysville youth is in 
custody in Adrian and has yet to be 
tried in court. 

Brother Francis said that in the 
future a supervisor would ac- 
company Boysville youths off the 
Macon campus and remain with 
them while in the community here. 
One supervisor would have no 
more than five or six youths at a 
time.

Last month, a supervisor 
reportedly took. some Boysville 
residents to a local dental office 
and left them unsupervised while 
һе conducted some business 
downtown.

Police Arrest 
Boy, 14, in B&E 
of O'Brien Home 


A 14-year-old Tecumseh youth 
was apprehended by Clinton State 
Police shortly after householder C. 
Jerry O’Brien surprised him in his 
home, on Munger Rd., early 
Wednesday morning: 

The O'Briens were awakened 
near midnight by their barking 
dog, and Mr. O’Brien found the 
juvenile in his living room. He 
tussled with the youth, who had a 
pocket knife, and in the ensuing 
struggle, the youth’s sweat shirt 
ripped and he was cut under the 
eye 

The youth got away through a 
front window. 

The boy apparently went to a 
neighbor, whom he knew, and 
asked the woman to take him into 
town 

Clinton State Police stopped the 
vehicle on Munger Rd. near 
Matthews Hwy. and took the youth 
into custody. He was lodged at 
Maurice Speer Campus,. pending 
arraignment Wednesday on 
charges of B&E of an occupied 
dwelling and felonious assault with 
a knife 














Lange said that lodging will be 
needed for the international teams.

Lange also announced that 
Parachuting Services of Tecumseh 
plans to form its own parachuting 
team for competition. The team 
wil be.called the Blue Birds, 

named for the blue and white 
aircraft at Parachuting Services, 
and will be uniformed in blue апа 
white. 

Sponsors from the Tecumseh 
area are being sought to equip the 
team. 

Dave Sauve, who recently 
recorded his 4,000th jump, Van- 
Camp and Jerry Marklin, who 
recently recorded his 2,900th jump, 
will be involved in training and 
performing with the local team. 

Lange said tryouts will be held in 
Tecumseh. Four jumpers will be 
selected to compete in style and 
accuracy individual competition 

They wil form one of the’ two 
four-way teams which will com- 
bine to become Tecumseh's eight- 
way team. The term “way” refers 
to a team composed of male and/or 
female jumpers.

Ordinarily we would ыз 
hesitated to go out*for just а 
few hours. This, however, has 
been a far from ordinary 
summer and we have logged 
so little porch time that even a 
Short stay could not be passed 
up. 
As Mom rolled the bed out 
61 the porch. we were both 
'a:saulted' by the noise. From 
a quiet room to a loud outdoors 
was quite startling. It hit us 
like a blow. But what fun. 

The shift in weather had 
dumped some rain on the area 
and the creek was high. High, 
muddy and fast. As it rushéd 
along it told us tales of where 
it had been. АП this noise 
though was merely 
background for the birds. 

The first sounds to be heurd 
were kingfishers. And yes, the 
plural is correct. The loud 
raucous rattle of these birds is 
one of the joys of porch living. 

This day there were two or 
three such calls. They were au 
jumbled together and much 
harsher-than usual, if such a 
thing is possible. They 
sounded close so both Mom 
and I started looking 

Indeed they were close. The 
limb overhanging the creek 
was just opposite the bed and 
probably not 20 feet away. The 
noise was coming from a large 
‘jumble’ of blue and white 
tails, wings and big heads. 

Three kingfisher kids! As 
they squawked they clam- 
bered over each other and 
acted unsteady on the porch. 

Soon the perching on the 
bare limb became just too 
precarious actually, of 
course, there is no sure-fire 
way of knowing exactly why 
the birds decided to leave. 
They did not act comfortable 
though and that is as good a 
reason as any. They left one at 
a time and oh, my, but they 
were young 

An adult kingfisher is a 
superb flyer. His wingbeats 
are strong and he travels fast 
The kids all flailed the air with 
their wings, using far too 
much energy E their 
flying posture left much to be 
desired 

Instead of presenting a 

ined flat position, their 
short stubby tails were down 
almost in a breaking or lan- 
ding altitude. They just barely 
maintained altitude 

Colorwise, kingfishers are a 
nice blend of blues and whites 
They wear many shades of 
blue ranging from almost a 
blackish blue in their over- 
sized shaggy, headcrests to a 
slate-like blue in their 
oversized shaggy headcrests 
to a slate-like blue on their 
backs 

In а way and at a first 
glance, there is a similiarity 
between the blue and white of 
the kingfishers and the 
bluejays 

However, the jays lack the 
kingfishers’ impeccable white 


‘collar and, of course, ‘those 
marvelous "Oversized heads, 
bills and Indian headresses. 
The female Kingfishers also 
sport pretty russet vests. 

This must have been not the 
first but one of the first days 
the kids were out. They looked 
and acted bewildered and not 
quite sure of themsleves. 

What a world they come out 
into — ffom а dark hollowed 
out nest area at the end of a 
tunnel, which the adults ex- 
cavate with their feet and 
bills, the youngsters pop out 
and. fly into a world of sun- 
shine, blue skies, tall trees and" 
fish filled creeks. 

Let's not get carried away, 
Marda — seldom if evér, is 
your beloved Evans Creek full 
of fish and, bowing once again 
to the truth, on the day of this 
particular kingfisher ad- 
vanture the water was so high, 
the current so strong that I 
doubt if any of the kids could 
have successfully fished. 

Besides, it was so muddy 
that even the adults must have 
had trouble seeing who was 
swimming by

July 11 was “moving day" for 
the Masonic Temple. An agile crew 
of seven moved a piano, two solid 
wood, throne-like officers’ side 
chairs and a massive, three seat 
officers' bench—alone weighing 
500 Ibs.—with the help of a crane. 

The crew eased the furniture out 
of the back door fire escape of the 
top floor of the James Block, 
former Masonic home above the D 
& C store on North Evans and E. 
Chicago Blvd. 

The furniture was then lowered 
by crane into waiting pickup 
trucks and taxied to the new 
temple. 

Moving the officers’ chairs 
created quite a stir in downtown 
Tecumseh last week. Before the 
crane had arrived, the train was 
temporarily ‘‘held up" by Dean

Emotional Stages for . - 
the Survivors 


In her widely-read books 
on the subject of death-and- 
dying, noted psychiatrist Dr. 
Elisabeth Kubler-Ross dis- 
cusses from the point of 
view of the patient, the 
medical professionals and 
the families involved. 

Her studies indicate that 
the stages of denial, anger, 
bargaining, depression, and 
acceptance of death are 
common to most terminally 
ill patients. 

Some of these stages are 
common, too, with the 
survivors of the deceased.

They may also 
experience anger, depres- 
sion and, finally, acceptance

CLINTON — The com- 
missioners of the Michigan 
South Central Power Agency 
voted to accept the recom- 
mendation of ir engineers, 
Campbell, DeBoe and 
Assdciates of Toledo, Ohio. 
and directed their secretary tc 
issue a letter of intent to the 
Babcock and Wilcox Co. of 


North Canton, Ohio for a 
steam generating unit 
(boiler). 


The boilér will be used to 
provide steam for operation of 
the 55 MW turbine - generator 
unit to be located at the 
Agency's facility which will be 
built at Litchfield, Michigan. 

The boiler will be capable of 
delivering 500,000 pounds of 
steam per hour at a pressure 
of 1250 psi and temperature of 
956° F. It will be fueled with 
pulverized coal with oil 
backup. 

The unit will be equipped 
with ап electrostatic 
precipitator for particulate 
removal and with a lime / 
limestone scrubber for flue 
gas desulphurization. 

Cost of the equipment to the 
Agency will be $13,793,662. 

The equipmerit is part of a 
multi-million dollar expansion 
program to provide electrical 
service to the communities of 
Clinton, Coldwater, Hillsdale, 
Marshall and Union City. 

The Agency, which is 
comprised of the above 
communities, was formed in 
1978 to develop a common low 
cost and reliable source of 
electrical power to its 
members and the customers 
they serve. 

The Agency's business is 
conducted by а five-man 
board, each representing one 
of the cities. Current board 
members are: J. Ehdicott, 
Coldwater, chairman; 3 
[oed Union City; W Lape, 

le; W. White, Marshall, 
Vice-chairman; and Richard 
Sharpe, Clinton.

Ordinarily kingfishers fly up 
ог down the creek, reasonably 
low. if they. are fishing and 
higher if they are moving 
from one spot to ahother. We 
seldom see them fly cross-lots. 

However; on this particular 
day two of the youngsters 
suddenly veered from the 
creek. route, took a slight 
detour and flew right by the 
porch. I could hardly believe 
it. 

When they were just op- 
posite my ears, I believed it all 
right. They both started 
rattling and I'm not sure my 
hearing will ever be quite the 
same. 

Blue jays are contributing to 
our noisy porch world, too. 
The mulberries are ripe and 
the much overworked parents 
are bringing their young to the 
trees. In ear piercing and 
nerve shattering high pitched 
screaming these jay kids are 
demanding food. 

So insistent are they that 
sometimes you can hear a fat 
juicy berry being crammed 
into a begging mouth. the 
hollering continues but there 


is a slight strangulation type 


of gurgling as the berry goes 
down the throat. 

The soft and gentle cooing of 
the mourning doves is in sharp 
contrast to both the king 
fishers and bluejays’ yelling. 
It can be loud but not shrill or 
harsh. 

Not long ago I watched two 
doves on the near-my-window 
feeders. As one dove talked to 
the other his upper breast 
swelled and the base of his 
long slender neck throbbed. 

There was just enough 
movement so that the sun- 
shine made the iridescent pink 
and gold of his neck and breast 
shimmer. 

These days, whenever I 
hear what the Audubon Bird 
Guide calls “А monotonously 
repeated series of long and 
short cooing notes...doleful in 
character.” in my mind’s eye 
I see those birds on the food 
tray. 

Finally the wrens have 
completed building their nest 
in the bluebird box. What a 
back breaking job. When they 
were working the hardest, the 
serenading was almost con- 
tinuous. Now we hear shorter 
but equally energetic bursts of 
their bubbling song. 

One day a tiny wren perched 
on the corner of an open 
window and sounded off. Mom 
and I about jumped out of our 
skin — it was a surprise and it 
sounded so much as though 
the wren were in the room. 
Birds are fine outside but we 
certainly do not need any of 
them inside. 

Other familiar sounds we 
hear on the porch are the 
pretty whistles of the car- 
dináls, the not so. pretty 
chattering of the pesky little 
red squirrels, the nasal 
honking of the nuthatches, the 
laughter of the flickers, and I 
mustn't forget the unpleasant 
rusty hinge squeaking of the 
grackles, although I would 
like to. 

There is also a myriad of 
unidentified cheeps, squawks, 
peeps, whistles et cetera. I 
can't worry about them.

Departnient Won't Be the Same

"It seemed to be the farthest 
thing from my mind when I left 
school,” said Sgt. E. Eugene 
Skinner, reflecting back on a 
decision he made 27 years ago to 
enter police work. 

"I: was born and raised in 
Tecumseh. I knew just about 
everybody. I just thought it would 
be a good way to help the people." 

In his 27 years as a Tecumseh 
officer, Skinner has seen the 
village grow into a city, he's seen 
the department develop from a 
four to a 15-man force and has seen 
пеагіу 80 officers and six police 
chiefs come and go. 

He's also seen the job of police 
officer evolve from a "night 
watchman's role" to “real police 
work," as it has been shaped by 
court decisions. 

Effective Sept. 5, Sgt. E. Eugene 
Skinner will be the first police 
officer to' retire from the 
Tecumseh police department. 

He will take advantage of some 
well deserved vacation days and 
leave the department about Aug. 
11 for some rest and relaxation at 
Rice Lake in Ontario, Canada with 
his wife, Doris. 

Then they'll head for Ruskin, 
Fla. where they purchased а 
mobile home — just about a mile 
from the Gulf Coast — for their 
winters ahead. 

As far as Skinner is concerned, 
his wife has played an important 
role in his 27 years on the force. 
"You've got to have a good, un- 
derstanding wife," he said in 
giving Doris credit. “Sometimes 
you'll be gone all day. Sometimes 
you can't even call home,” he said 
about the demands of the job. 

There have been changes in the

Back then, said Skinner, *"They 
swore me in, handed me a ticket 
book and the keys to the car and 
said, ‘You’re on your way'." Today 
officers are required to attend 280 
college hours. Over the course of 
his career, Skinner has taken such 


of- 


law enforcement classes, at 
Michigan State University and 
through the FBI. 


There were also different at- 
titudes toward law enforcement 
when he became an officer, 
Skinner reflected. 

"Back then, it seemed people 
kind of respected a police officer 
more. It's not like that today. 
Times have changed now. An of- 
ficer used to be able to talk to a kid. 
I always seemed to get along good 
with the kids. I cleaned up a lot of 
shoplifting rings," he reminisced. 

“Ап officer can make it as hard 
or as easy as he wants," said 
Skinner about attitude on the job. 
“When you stop someone and give 
him a ticket. You can either leave 
him laughing or to a point where 
he'd want to kill you.” 

"I've seen а lot of them come 
and go in 27 years. I must have 
seen about 80 officers leave here. 
Some of them go on to bigger 
departments. Some of 'em get a 
stomach full of police work.” 

"Ive had a lot of funny ex- 

periences and a lot of sad ones. One 
of the funniest that happened to me 
was just after they made Evans 
Street one way. 
—'"'There-was an.old farmer and 
his wife going along in a pickup 
truck. He wanted to make a turn 
up the wrong way of the street. I 
told him that if he turned there 
he'd get himself killed. 

“He rolled down the window, 
looked at me and said, ‘Sonny, I've 
been turning here for 40 years,’ 
and he kept right on a goin’.”” 

Skinner said the part of the 
police. work he dreaded most was 
being on the scene of a bad ac- 


cident, particularly when children 
were involved. 

Skinner said that in his years on 
the force, he’s used his gun for 
warning shots only. The first time 
-he used it was to get the attention 
of a runaway youth. He shot up into 
the air, “but she just kept on 
running," Skinner said with a 
shrug. 

Reflecting. оп how the courts 
have defined the law, Skinner 
commented, ‘‘It used to be that I 
could pick up anyone and hold him

Zoning Proposal 


A request to re-zone ар- 
proximately 30 acres of the former 
Fuller farm property from a single 
family to multiple family was 
turned down by the Planning 
Commission at a special meeting 
Tuesday night.

parachute jumping competition to 


be held Aug. 22 through Sept. 2 at 
Chateau Roux, France. 

“People in the area have just 
been great," said Harold Lange. 
The teams are being housed in the 
homes of Tecumseh area 
residents. ‘‘They (the teams) are 
just overwhelmed by the 
generousity of the people.of the 
Tecumseh area." 

The teams will jump from 9 a.m. 
to 9 p.m. at the Tecumseh airport 
with maximum viewing time for 
grounded observers after noon. 

A special aircraft called the Sky 
Van was ‘expected to arrive in 
Tecumseh from Detroit Metro 
Airport Wednesday morning. 
Twenty jumpers at one time can go 
up in the craft. 

When .it is not carrying a 
capacity of parachuters, onlookers 
may join them for a ride in the Sky 
Van. A fee will be charged. 

Observers will wear parachutes 
while in the Sky Van, but will not 
be allowed to jump — unless of an 
emergency, explained Judy 
Lange. А jumper must be ex- 
perienced, with a minimum of 50 
jumps to use a Sky Van, she said. 
Jumpers exit with a running leap 
through a back door. The jump can 
set the inexperienced jumper into 
a series of spins and tumbles, she 
explained. 

The international teams will 
jump from 12,000 feet and free fall 
for 90 seconds, during which time 
they attempt to execute as many 
maneuvers as possible, such as 
diamonds, circles, stars, etc. They 
separate between each pattern 

Mirror Image, of San Francisco,

During X. competition, high 
power, video movie cameras are 
used to record the maneuvers for 
judging 

Parachute lessons for neophytes 
will continue on Saturdays and 
Sundays despite the international 
training session. Students receive 
three hours instruction on safety 
and handling equipment and three 
hours on how to exit the plane and 
land as well as üsing the reserve 
chute 

Parachuting Services was 
founded by Harold and Judy Lange 
about 16 years ago. About 5,000 
jumpers were trained in the sport 
here since that time. This year to 
date, about 600 students have 
trained. Bill VanTuyle of Clinton 
and Bob Simpson, 18, of Tecumseh 
made their first jumps this last 
week. 

Prior to owning the business, 
Lange was a jump master in the 
United States 82nd airborne. He 
also formed the first National 
Guard sport parachuting team in 
Michigan before leaping into his 
own business. 

The couple has two chidren, 
Becky, 11 and Jenny, 9. While the 
girls have flown several times and 
indicate an interest in the sport, 
their mom revealed she has never 
jumped. She said it's just a case of 
“по desire."

Jump Teams Work 
Hard in Training 


for World Title 


by Deane Erts 

The landing field lies green and 
seréne under the hot August sun, 
the sporadic clicking of billiard 
balls wáfts gently from the jum- 
per's “ready room" where the next 
team awaits its time aloft. The 
unclouded blue canopy of sky is 
suddenly interrupted by - eight 
bursts of color that appear to 
bloom miracuously overhead and 
glide to earth with the ease and 
grace of thistledown. 

This scene has been repeated 
many times daily at Al Meyers 
airport this week as the American, 
Canadian and British skydiving 
teams practice for the World Team 
Parachuting finais which will be 
held in France from August 22 to 
September 3. 

The center of operations for the 
practice sessions is Harold 
Lange’s Tecumseh Parachuting 
Service. It is from this point that 
each team departs together 
aboard the Skyvan and to this point 


that each team member returns 


after executing the 


maneuver. 


aerial 


..While..on..the..ground.the teams. 


alternately practice their routines, 
lounge about in the sun and join in 
the marathon billiard game in the 
Parachuting Services head- 
quarters. 

The ground practice, or "dirt 
diving" as it is called, is crucial to 
the teams’ performances in the 
air. Every member must know 
every move without a second 
thought, for a miscue during free 
fall causes precious seconds to be

= 


Teams are judged on the number 
of formations they can execute ina 
specified time during freefall. 
Each country is represented by 
two teams, an eight-man team and 
a four-man team. The eight-man 
teams have fifty seconds in which 
to perform, and the four-man 
teams have thirty-five seconds. 
After performing, the members 
separate and pull their rip cords. 
Although they are not rated for the 
accuracy- of their return, the 
chutists demonstrate an uncanny 
ability to return to earth with 
pinpoint accuracy and the aplomb 
of an angel. 

One point is designated for each 
formation. The average number of 
formations achieved is between 
five and seven. At the last world 
competition the American team 
set a new world record of ten points 
for ten executed’ formations, 
bettering the former record set by 
a German team by two points. 

There are over a dozen different 
formations possible with names 
that generally reflect the shape of 
their namesake - snowflake, 
diamond, donut, etc., and all

Tecumseh businesses have had a

Puffer stated he did not object to 
"regular air traffic" but objected 
to the "parachute jumping every 
day in summer.” ‘‘Are we going to 
have to put up with this the rest of 
our lives?" Puffer questioned. 

A couple of Council members 
and the city manager received 
calls related to use of city fire- 
rescue to aid parachutists 
stranded in trees. 

Council member Carlton Cook 
volunteered to speak to Harold 
Lange, owner of Parachuting 
Service relative to the, citizens 
concerns. 

Judy Lange at Parachuting 
Service commented that fire- 





parachutists were not-made by the 
local business. 

"I'm the official that does that 
and we did not make those calls. 
They were probably made by a 
local, concerned resident who 
wanted to help out,” she stated. 

Regarding the Sky Van flight 
pattern, she said the craft is

In a statement received Monday 
from Robert D. Moore, the Raisin 
Township supervisor has ex- 
plained his position in employing a 
certified assessor to handle the 
township's 1979 tax assessment 
rolls. 

Some township residents have 
charged Moore with not:assuming 
all of the duties of a supervisor and 
have been critical of his hiring 
Lynn C. Hedges, a certified 
assessor with a level three cer- 
tificate. She also is an employee of 
the City of Ann Arbor. 

Moore, along with Marjorie 
Comfort, township clerk, and Dr. 
Robert Murray, trustee, face a 
township recall vote оп Aug. 21. 

In the supervisor's statement, he 
says the preparation of 
assessment rolls by professionals 
is long overdue. He cites the rapid 
residential growth of the township 
and its changing complexity from 
ruralto urban. 

In comparing his position today 
with that of Jim Mitchell, long time 
Raisin Township supervisor, 
Moore said that Mitchell could do 
the “rolls with the back of his 
hand. He had lived with them that 
long.” 

Moore, who was-encouraged to 
run for supervisor by the late Jim 
Mitchell, says rapid growth in the 


township now warrants 
professional guidance. He says 
that he's- not ducking respon- 


sibilities, but attempting to bring 
Raisin Township into the same 
category that many other town 
ships are currently in — and that's 
employing professional assessors.

Weak assessment ad- 
ministration, some property 
omitted in the past and not on 
the rolls until 1979. 

Unfinished record keeping 
and field work in 1977 and 1978... 
that resulted in 1,200-man hours ' 


to complete the 1979 rolls. 
An omission of over $900,000 of 
property from the 1978 


assessment rolls. This has been 
added to the 1979 rolls and 
means a total tax revenue gain 
for the township of $18,400. 

An additional $100,000 in 
personal property values also 
were added to the 1979 rolls 
because of past errors or low 
statements from taxpayers. 

Errors, under assessments 
and omitted properties total 
$2,027,000, or in tax revenue, 
$41,400. - 

These descrepancies coupled 
with appraised valuations and 
new construction for 1978 will, 
increase the township's tax 
revenue by $85,700 for 1979. 

Without complete record 
cards, the township is in a weak 
position to defend an 
assessment before the Board of 
Review or before the Michigan 
Tax Tribunal. 


In summation of the report, 
Moore says: 

"I believe the Hedges report 
underscores the need for 


separation of the supervisory and 
assessor functions їп Raisin 
Township, To say that $41,400 was 
lost in the township in 1978 would 
be a misstatement, since we never 
had it. To say we gained thousands 
їп new . revenues, which were 
otherwise overlooked in the past, is 
a more accurate statement." 


Chamber Sets 
Dues Structure 


Tecumseh Chamber of Com- 
merce set a new dues structure at 
its Aug. 2 meeting to try and be 
more equitable for the small 
business. 

Retail and service businesses 
will pay $60; financial institutions 
and industries with: 50 or less 
employees will pay $125 and in- 
dustries with more than 50 em- 
ployees will pay $250 in dues.

A debate on thé powers ot. a 
. proposed board to manage 
Tecumseh's gift of a civic center ` 
took ир \the major portion of 
Tecumseh City Council’s meeting 
Monday night. 

The proposed board will consist 
of seven members, all residents of 
the city. They" will be appointed by 
the Tecumseh City Council for full \ 
terms of three years. A 

Initially, two members will be 
appointed for one year terms and 
‘two for two year terms so that the 
“terms do not expire in the same 
year, assuring some continuity. 

Membership will be named by 
council with one, member each 
from Tecumseh City Council, 
Tecumseh School Board, 
Tecumseh Players Theater Group 
and four members from the city at 
large. 

Members may be reappointed to 
serve no more than two full terms. 

Speaking about the board’s 
composition, Assistant City 
Manager Paul Preston stated, “I 
think that this would be the kind of 
board people would want to serve 
pn, one fresh ideas 
from.” 

Council member Jay 
questioned whether the city 
charter enabled the council to 
create a board with more than 
advisory powers, In particular, he 
cited the proposed board’s ability 
to hire and fire a manager 

The question of charter revision 
by amendment surfaced 
Foreseeing a possible violation of 
the city charter in the creation of 
such a -board, Tressler said, ''If 
there's any doubt, I'd just as soon 
go for a charter amendment and 
include this board.”’ 

City Attorney Greg Forsthoefel 
seemed convinced that there would 
be no charter violation, He said its 
powers were modeled after the 
Tecumseh Hospital Board which 
was created in like manner һу 
ordinance. 

About the hiring firing 
powers of the board, Mayor Aden 
Mead suggested adding ‘‘with the 
advice and consent of Tecumseh 
City Council." 

"It seems to me we should have 
some input on this thing," said 
Mead. 

Other council members pointed 
out that giving the board less 
power might render it impotent in 
managing the civic center.

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Renovation Uncovers Zeal For History 


by Kathy Brown 

“I had absolutely no use for 
history," Barb McCann 
confessed. “Ви when we 
stripped six layers of 
wallpaper and got down to one 
dated 1896, I got excited. 

“Then we found the wooden 
pers they used instead of 

. I started thinking about 
all the people who had done 
business in there, working to 
support their families. те 

Barb McCann told how 
recycling the Union Building 
converted her to a zeal for 
history. 

Those that catch it know 
that it is ап unquenchable 
thirst for details from the 
past. It compulses one to cull 
historical tidbits fom old 
newspapers, cling to 
memorabilia and talk to any 
one who remembers when. 

Strong kidneys and a 
resistance to dist аге an asset 
to detectives of history. 

Barb’s pet research project, 
“Union Building: This Is Your 
Life," is the result of 200 
research hours on the oldest 
business block in Tecumseh. 

Barb and Jim McCann 
purchased it 18 months ago 
from the Glenn Kohlers. 

“This has been the frosting 
on the cake for me," the 
“Cake Lady” said after she 
enthusiastically called the roll 
of the professionals and 


merchants that occupied the- 


129-year-old building. 

The McCanns nt. the 
summer dàys and by 
flashlight in 1977 woi to 
expanding their then five- 


year-old business The Cake 
Shoppe into the east section 
vacated by Fern's Diner.

The third floor ballroom, 
accessible by a common 
stairway, was used for social 
functions until 1970.: 

As for the outside ap- 
pearance, an octagonal cupola 
was removed in 1970. “It was 
the town joke that you could go 
‘up there to look out for -In- 
dians," Barb related. 

The Union Building was 
twice threatened by fire Nov. 
4, 1858 and in 1974 when its far 
west neighbor, the Witherall 
Building, caught fire. It was 
the former Chicago Bivd. 
home of Grey Fox Floral. 

For over 60 years, the Union 
Building was home for a 
succession of small banks 
until the-last one closed in 
1929. One of the most colorful 
characters to emerge from 
that era was banker Lucius 
Lilley, described as both a 
genius and a scoundrel. 

In 1910, the building was 
remodeled with English 
walnut, Italian white marble 
and maghogany. Today it is 
preserved. 

Coincidentally, 
from the Bills, Lilley 
1873 is now owr 
Eggleston's Jewelry. 

When United Savings Bank 
moved across the street to 
temporary headquarters а 
the Union Building after a 1940 
fire at the Chieftan Hotel, the 
renters found they preferred 
the door on the Lilley Stat:

Petitions were filed in June for 
the recall of Robert D. Moore, 
supervisor; Marjorie Comfort, 
clerk; and Dr. Robert Murray, 
trustee. 

Moore was elected to the 
township’s top position for the first 
time last fall. Comfort, treasurer 
at the time, ran last fall for clerk 
and was elected. Murray has been 
a trustee for the past three years. 

Statements from the three of- 
ficials follow this article. The 
Herald attempted to obtain 
statements from circulators of the 
petitions but was not successful. 


It was the newspaper’s aim to 
clarify the accusations against the 
officials and print specific 
charges. Vague and generai 
charges have been filed but 
nothing specific. 

Such vague charges are: 

Have not acted in best interest of 


the township. 

Lack intestinal fortitude. 

Biased stand on township 
matters. 


Fail to be responsive to the needs 
of the people, mainly excessive 
spending. 


So far, none of the charges has ' 


been publicly substantiated by the 
circulators, although they have 
been contacted relative to such 
information. Whether they intend 


to make a late announcement just 
prior to the election, also is not 
known. 

Election wili be heid Tuesday 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. at the two 
township polls, Precinct 1 at 
Holloway Rd. fire hall and 
Precinct 2 at the township hall on 
Gady and Occidental Rds. 

Election will be conducted under 
the supervision of Lenawee County 
Clerk Pat Johnston. 

If one or two of the township 
officials are recalled, then the 
board (cotfnposed of five mem- 
bers) will still have a quorum and 
will be required: to appoint 
someone, not the recalled official, 
to fill the vacancy.

treasurer of Raisin Township. 

The amount in question was less 
than $464 received over a period of 
time from 1973 to 1978. 

Comfort said that as part of her. 
duties as treasurer, she collected 
dog license fees for the county and 
was instructed that a portion was 
to be retained as part of her salary. 

In the first four years, that 
amount was .15 cents per license 
and was eventually raised to .50 
cents a license when the county 
raised its dog license fees. 

At the urging of Mrs. Comfort, 
the Raisin Township board acted 
in March 1978 to receive those 
collection fees in the general fund. 

The complaint was filed by: а 
Raisin Township resident against 
Mrs. Comfort based on a 1957 
opinion of the attorney general of 
Michigan that collection fees 
should be remitted to the township 
general fund if the officer is paid 
on a salary basis rather than a _ 
collection fee basis. 

The prosecutor'S report in- 
dicated there was no evidence that 
any of the township board mem- 
bers serving with Mrs. Comfort 
attempted in those seven years to 
find out whether the Practice was 
I.

handsome as are all male 
orioles — his head, wings and 
tail were black and his body 
was a brilliant orange. 

It took us longer to locate 
Toe Yemade D») nally we saw 
her near.the top of the 
neighbor’s cherry tree. She 
was unusually colorful for а 
female, her: head was 
brownish and her body was a 
surprisingly bright orange- 
yellow. Lovely birds. 

Several days later there 
were three orioles around. A 
closer look showed them to be 
kids. At first glance they 
looked much like the female 
but when they came closer to 
the porch, it was easy to see 
that their throats were light, 
not dark. 

Oh yes, we were on the 
porch and they did come near. 
They were in what we call the 
mulberry tree-bush. 

Perhaps it is a male plani, it 
does not grow into a tall tree 
form as. do other mulberries 
nor does it bear the heavy crop 
of messy black fruit that they 
do. However, orioles have 
always shown a great fond- 
ness for it. 

Apparently there are tasty, 
wriggly and crawly creatures 
to be found on the branches 
and leaves, and these kids 
were giving it a thorough 
examination. 

When they ventured on the 
limb which grows towards the 
porch, we had ample op- 
portunity to see the white bars 
on their dark wings. 

As they flew from one 
branch to another we could not 
help but notice that these kids, 
too, Were brighter than usual. 
Two Һай lemony-yellow 
throats, breasts, tummies and 
undertails. The third had 
more of an orange cast on his 
brilliant yellow front. 

Often in the spring, when the 
birds are gathering. nesting 
material, we have. watched 
the female orioles work ever 
so hard in. this tree-bush. 
Apparently some of the bark 


comes off in long strips, 
exactly what they need to 
weave those long hanging- 


ba&ket nests. 

We have laughed as they 
struggle to do two things at 
onee, the fibers to be pulled off 
grew on the long · supple 
branches and to maintain 
balance while working hard at 
thé bark is quite a struggle. 

And speaking of orioles’ 
nests brings to mind a little 
blürb in the book I was 
rehding the other day. Ac- 
cofding to the new Reader's 
Digest book about birds, there 


are orioles living in the jungle 
areas of this hemisphere, who 
cluster their hanging-basket 
nests near wasp nests. 

The nests are similiar in 
appearance — the wasps don’t 
seem to bother the birds but 
they do keep marauding 
monkeys away. These are 
brilliantly colored orioles and 
imagine, they are about the 
size of crows! 

The latest, and perhaps the 
best, oriole experience which 
Mom and I enjoyed was their 
two day session of mud puddle 
bathing. Many heavy rains 
had kept the long low spot in 
the road full of dirty muddy 
water. 

First one, then two, and then 
three youngsters spent the 
better part of both days 
playing in the puddle. Ducking 
and splashing and just having 
great times. Water flew 
everywhere. 

After each thorough ducking 
they would fly to nearby trees, 
preen their feathers and then 
go back for more water 
splashing. Sometimes they 
were joined by young car- 
dinals and bluejays, other 
times they were by them- 
selves. 

The irony of the situation is 
that the puddle was muddy 
and dirty whereas, just a few 
feet away, was spic and span 
bird -birdbath full of fresh, 
clear and sparkling water. 

Much further away was 
Evans Creek; however, it was 
near flood stage and we could 
see why the birds did not use 
it But a mud puddle in 
preference to a birdbath — 
well, as they say, to each his 
own

A little more then a year 
ago, Shey 3:52 25530525 all their 
property to the Communists 
“in exchange” for a chance to 
leave the country, explained 
Dan, oldest of the five children 
aged 12-18. Those refugees 
without property had to pay to 
leave — ineffect a ransom. 

Together with 165 other 
people, the Lieus bought a 
boat and literally cast their 
fate to the sea, hoping that a 
passing vessel from a friendly 
country would pick them up 
and take them to a new place 
to Start — anyplace where 
they would not have to run 
from the Communists again. 

This was Lieu Thuy Hien's 
second escape from Com- 
munism. His first brush with it 
was when he left his native 
China for Vietnam in 1947. 

This time, the exodus for 
him and his family ended 
happily three weeks ago when 
they arrived in Tecumseh, 
sponsored by the Tecumseh 
United Methodist Church 

The family includes his 
wife, Lam Quoc Anh, 41, and 
children, soms Dan, 18 and 
Quan, 17 and daughters Muoi, 
18; Mu, 15and Binh, 12. 

They live at 616 W. Kilbuck 
St., a home the church rents 
for them. Love gifts of food 
from the congregation and 
attention to their immediate 
medical needs is quite a 
change for them from the year 
they spentin an overcrowded 
refugee camp in Malaysia’ 
where the police filled out 
applications for who should 
receive medical treatment at 
a hospital on the nearest 
island.

The police filled out ap- 
plications for those who could 
leave for hospital treatment 
on another island," Dan told. 

The family stayed there for 
about a year. They do not have 
relatives in the United States. 

About Easter time this year, 
the Tecumseh United 
Methodist Church mem- 
bership voted to sponsor a 
refugee family, said social 
concerns chairperson Joan 
Miller. “Within a week, we 
had their name. July 23 they 
arrived in Detroit.” 

The church has set out to 
meet the family’s needs. The 
father started work Aug. 13 at 
Meyers Industries in 
Blissfield, the 7 a.m. to 3:30 
p.m. shift. Until a regular ride 
can be found, church mem- 
bers are driving the ather. 
Eventually, the family wil

Governmental aid such as 
welfare is being avoided at 
this time, said Mrs. Miller, 
echoing the father’s own 
desire for economic  self- 
maintenance as soon аз 
possible. 

Mrs. Miller commented that 
the mission project has been 
one the church members have 
been able to get involved with. 
"It has been a good ex- 
perience for the church," she 
summarized. 

St. Elizabeth Catholic 
Church has’ sponsored 37 
Vietnamese people since 1975 
and has helped them become 
self-reliant.

WHERZAS: Act 510, of the Public 
Acts of. 1978 that amends the Michgian 
Vehicle Code to prohibit local enactment 
or ‘enforcement of а conflicting 
municipal ordinance and void any 
municipal provision whcih imposes а 
criminal penalty for a civil infraction 
under Act 510, Р.А. 1978. 

NOW, THEREFORE, the Village of 
Britton ordains : 

That Section 9.3 of the Uniform Traffic 
Code for Michigan cities, townships, and 
villages is hereby amended as follows 

Sec. 9.3: Penalties 

PENALTIES: Any provision of this 
ordinance which describes an act or 
omission which consistitutes a civil 
infraction under the terms of the 
Michigan Vehicle Code, being 1949 P.A 
300 as amended, shall be processed as a 
civil infraction and any person found to 
have committed a civil infraction may 
be ordered to pay a civil fine of not more 
than $100 and costs in accordance with 
Sec. 907 of the Michigan Vehicle Code 

Violation of any other provision of this 
ordinance not constituting a civil in 
fraction, as herein provided, shall be 
punishable by a fine bf not more than 
$600 or imprisonment for not more than 
9 days or by both such fine and such 
imprisonment.

Duhan Reports on School 


Tecumseh Public Schools will 
open for all pupils, except kin 
dergarten, on Wednesday, Sept. P 
according toSupt. Robert Duhan. 

Elementary pupils, kin- 
dergarten through sixth grade will 
be mailed assignment cards 
during the last week of August. 


Spectator buses will be 
eliminated for school athletic 
functions, and the board will also 
cut the use of school autos for 
scouting athletic games. 

A reserve factor has been built 
into the allocation if gasoline runs 
low, but emergency allocation is 
available for busing students to 
and from school only. 


This limitation means that the 
Schools can not realize the full 
increase of district property 
valuations for. tax purposes. 
Valuations have increased from 
$102,000,000 to $118,000,000 for the 
district in the past year. 

Two years ago, voters approved 
20.5 mills for operation. Last year 
the board levied only 20 mills, and 
with the county allocation of 8.5 
mills, the schools collected tax 
dollars from 28.5 mills. 

Because the Headlee Amend- 
ment affects both the voted 
millage and the county allocation, 
the schools will levy 28.304 mills for 
operation - and not 29 mills which 
would have been possible. 

Although the amendment lessens 
the amount the board could have 
collected, some $23,000, the schools 
will actually receive more tax 
dollars because of the valuation 
increase.

Heating system in the junior high building has been completely 
renovated this summer. Original steam lines and related 
equipment — installed in 1918 — have been replaced. In addition 
to ae all exterior doors to the building have been replaced.

For many years he was con- 
Sidered one of the finest lawyers in 
this area and in his position as city 
attorney, he wrote most of the city 
statutes that are in effect today. 


Mr. Beardsley resigned as city 
attorney in March 1970, and at that 
time he had been city's sole legal 
advisor. He had served as a 
member of the Charter Com- 
mission and had encouraged its 
adoption on Dec. 14, 1953. Prior to 
Tecumseh changing its status 
from village to city, he had served 
the vilage as its attorney, suc- 
ceeding the late John Zeigler on 
April3, 1950. 


In 1 е was elected a director 
'of United Savings Bank of 
Tecumseh and was on the board 
until 1970. 


Locally, he was active in a 
number of organizations: membér 
and former director of the 
Tecumseh Country Club, member 
and former officer of the 
Tecumseh Club, American Legion, 
VFW, T eh and Lenawee 
County torical Society, and at 
one time, very active as a leader 
for the Boy Scouts. He was a 
member of the First Presbyterian 
Church. 


Mr. Beardsley was one of 
Tecumseh’s finest historians and 
his knowledge of the area and its 
first settlers was such that he was 
considered an authority. 


A life-long resident of this area, 
he was born on Jan. 15, 1915, in 
Macon. After graduating from 
Tecumseh High School in 1933, he 
attended Eastern Michigan 
University, University of Michigan 
and Vanderbilt University, where 
he received the degree of doctor of 
scientific jurisprudence in 1940. 


In 1941, he entered the U.S. Air 
Force and served that armed 
branch of the services through 
World War II and until 1949. Before 
being discharged, he had received 
the Air Medal, Oak Leaf Cluster 
and the Distinguished Flying Cross 
and had attained the rank of 
lieutenant colonel. 


Professionally, he was a 
member and past president of the 
Lenawee County Bar Association. 
Mr. Beardsley also was a member 
or former member of the 
American Judicature Society, 
Michigan General Probate 
Council, and National Advisory 
Board of the American Security 
Council. 


He was a member of the 
National Historical Society, 
American Museum of Natural 
History, American Forestry 
Association, Michigan Audubon 
Society and the Wilderness 
Society. 


He was preceded in death by his 
parents, Dr. John W. Beardsley 
and Mabel (Meeker) Beardsley, 
and two brothers.

We quickly saw that this 
stick was not sloppy con- 
struction. It served many 
purposes. For one thing it was 
carefully placed to effectively 
cut down the size of the 
doorway. It would also have 
been а deterrent had a 
starling or some of his cohorts 
‘tried to reach through the 
oversized door and break eggs 
or kill baby birds. 

After the busy nest building 
ре the weeks of egg 

ying and incubation were 
rather quiet. However, even 
though there was not the 
coming and going that there 
had been, the wren not busy 
with the eggs was usually 
nearby watching. 

We laughed one day at a 
wren/catbird encounter. 
When the large gray ‘bird 
apparently flew too close to 
the nest, it took the tiny wren 
no time at all to rush to the 
rescue. 

Next I saw the twosome 
flying back, only now the wren 
was being chased by the 
catbird. Instead of trying to 
figure out what was happening 
we simply enjoyed watching. 

We also enjoyed watching 
the feeding process once the 
eggs hatched. Baby wrens 
have unbelievable appetites 
and these poor parents worked 
oh, so hard. Trip after trip 
they made and usually with 
wriggly, crawly green worms 
tightly clasped in their bills. 
One, would usually zoom right 
into the house but the other 
preferred landing оп the 
lookout perch first. 

As the kids grew the tempo 
of the feeding increased.

New Regulations 
for Immunization 


CLINTON — Parents should 
be aware that because of 
Public Act 368, 1978 Part 92, 
"Immunization", there is a 
major change being im- 
plimented during this 1979-80 
school year. 

A CHILD WHO ENTERS 
SCHOOL IN SEPTEMBER 
AND WHO HAS NOT COM- 
PLETED THE IM- 
MUNIZATIONS REQUIRED 
OR WHO HAS NOT FILED 
AN EXEMPTION TO THE 
REQUIREMENTS BEFORE 
FEBRUARY 1ST, SHALL BE 
EXCLUSED FROM SCHOOL 
ATTENDANCE. 

A child who enters school at 
any other time of the school 
year who has not completed 
the immunizations required 
by law or who has not filed an 
exemption within for months 
from entering, shall be ex- 
cluded from attendance. 

The Michigan State Health 
Department is vigorously 
implimenting this new law. 

Therefore, Clinton Com- 
munity Schools, and the 
parents who send children to 
CCS аге placed under 
obligations to comply with the 
law and the health department 


regulations. 

The following represents 
health department 
regulations: 


A.-Diptheria, Tetanus, and 
Pertussis: The following shall 
consitute fulfillment of these 
requirements for the above: 

1. For children 6 weeks 
through 5years 

Diptheria and tetanus 
toxoids and pertussis vaccine 
(DTP) should be given in- 
tramuscularly on three oc- 
casions, 3 doses of 4 to 8 weeks 
intervals. The minimum in- 
terval which must be observed 
between each of the first three 
doses is four weeks. 

2. For children 6 years and 
older: 


Any combination of the 
three doses of either DPT and 
/or TD shall constitute 
fulfillment of these 
requirements 
B. Polio: Я 
The following shall con- 
stitute fulfillment of · ће 
requirements of polio 
prevention 


1. Every child shall receive 
at least 2 doses of trivalent 
oral polio vaccine (TOPV) 
The first 3 does shall be given 
not less than 6 and preferably 
8to 12 months after the second 
dose

2. Inactivated Polio Vaccine 
(IPV) or Salk Injectible may 
be substituted for part of the 
required- oral polio vaccine 
series.

Section 9208 further states,

received and certified by the 
health professional or local 
health department 

A parent having a child 
registered with only these 
minimum doses of im 


munizing agents shall present 
an update certificate of im 
munizauon within four (4) 


months. after initia] at- 
tendance showing. that the 
immunizations have been 
completed as prescribed by 
the department." A 
. To summarize, parents 
must be aware of the im-- 
munization requirements as 
defined by the state. Parents 
are responsible to have thier 
children immunized either 
through their own private 
physician or the Lenawee 
County Healtli Department.

To be quite truthful, 
seldom have we seen. them. 
This summer has been by far 
and away the best season for 
these little guys. 

There was one who visited 
the near-my-window feeders 
occasionally and, when on the 
porch, I saw one in the 
backyard and along the 
sandstone by the porch. € 

Sandstone and chipmunks 
almost go together. They love 
the nooks and crannies of the 
walls, edging, and what have 
you. Our next door neighbors, 
in their absolutely gorgeous 
backyard, have piled flags 
around flower beds and, even 
more important, they have it 
built up around a fish pond. 

They have seen a chipmunk 
or two around this and it was 
from there that I saw the 
chipmunk come that ran along 
the fence. 

At first I could hardly 
believe my. eyes, he was so 
fast and so small. However, 
after several trips along the 
bottom of the cyclone fence 
and a quick sprint to the 
cement slab which used to be 
Missie's kennel run, I finally 
convinced myself that I was 
indeed watching a chipmunk 

Nothing else could be so fast 
or so tiny. Besides, he had the 
light front, tan back with 
stripes, and sat hunched over 
like a squirrel — it could be 
nothing else 

When there was some closer 
viewing other markings were 
noticeable. The sharply

At thë end of a 
sloping tunnel, which can be 
as much as three feet long, are 
a number of little ‘rooms’. - 
Some for sleeping, some for 
food storage. 

These animais are great 
hoarders, they fill their un- 
derground storerooms with 
seeds, grains, nuts, and 
berries. 

Apparently several 
members of the same family 
live. together so риа 
there is that just may! 
we wil see two together 
sometime. 

They are not hibernators in 
the true sense of the word. 
They do not store up body fat 
in the fall and go into a deep 
sleep. Instead they cache food 
away and only take short 
naps. 

In bad weather they stay 
underground sleeping and 
eating. And, by the way, this 
book comments on how neat 
chipmunks are when ex- 
cavating a new tunnel. 

Instead of piling the dirt 
around the ‘front door’ they 
carry it away and spread it out 
so as to leave no telltale signs. 

My best ever chipmunks 
experience. came one day 
when I was on the porch. I 
barely heard tiny claws 
scratching the flagstone and 
saw, out of the corners of my 
eye, a flash of something little. 

A chipmunk ran across the 
top of the porch planter and 
sat down at the corner. 

As usual I was amazed at 
how intricate his markings 
were. Suddenly his little front 
paw/hands jerked up and 
rubbed his cheeks. 

Next I saw an empty sun- 
flower seed shell fly out of the 
corner of his mouth. It hap- 
pened again, and again, and 
again 

These little characters have 
cheek pouches and this one 
must have filled up either on 
or under the near-my-window 
feeders 

He picked a nice place for a 
picnic, It was a hearty meal, 
too, for when he left there was 
a neat pile of empty hulls. He 
must have been a left-handed 
eater because they were all on 
his left side.

Tecumseh City Council protested - 


Monday night the increased 
charges, effective Sept. 1, for each 


animalreceived from Tecumseh at 


the Lenawee Humane Society 
animal shelter. 

Increase in charge per animal 
amounts to over 50 percent, from 
the present charge of $10 per 
animal to $15.50 each. 

Under the Humane Society's 
plan, the city would be assessed 
$15.50 not only for each animal 
brought in by the city's animal 
control officer, but also for each 
animal brought by an individual 
from Tecumseh who finds a stray 
dog or gives up a family pet. 

This method of assessment could 
raise the city's assessments at the 
Humane Society shelter from the 
present $700 a year to an estimated 
$5,300 annually. А 

City Council took no action on the 
notice of charges, but the con- 
census was that the city will not 
pay the new assessment. 

City manager СаР2огп called the 
method of charging ‘‘unjust”’ 
because the cities with dog or- 
dinance officers— Tecumseh, 
Clinton and Adrian—are singled 
out to pay for animals received 
from their cities while the animals 
brought from other communities 
will be charged to the county. 

City manager Zorn said that the 
Tecumseh animal control officer 
delivers about 70 animals a year tó 
the Humane Society shelter, for а 
cost of about $700 annually. 

Under the new charge method, 
the Humane Society projected 
Tecumseh's animal intake for 
fiscal year July 1, 1979 to June 30, 
1980 а{ 343 animals, projected from 
the aningal intake from the first 
seven months of 1979. 

At $15.50 per animal, the total 
assessment for the current fiscal 
year would cost the city an 
estimated $5,317. 

Humane Society budget report 
states that 200 animals were 
received from Tecumseh during 
thé first seven months of 1979; 42 
strays were brought in by the 
animal control officer; 15 strays 
from individuals and 143 animals 
given up from homes. 


Enrollment Is 
Down to 3,580 


An unofficial enrollment count 
taken by the Tecumseh schools 
shows a drop here of 27 students 
from last year’s official 
enrollment. 


The decrease is largely due to a 
new state law which requires 
orthopedic, deaf and. multiple 
handicapped students be counted 
in the Intermediate . School 
District, although the students 
may be in the local district. ISD 
completely funds these special 


education programs for the han-. 


dicapped. 

Present school enrollment is 
3,580, compared to 3,607 for last 
year.

Plans for a meeting with 
representatives of EMT Am- 
bulance, the city of Tecumseh and 
the county were aborted for the 
time being this week and no 
meeting date is scheduled as of 
Wednesday morning. 

Mayor Aden Mead of Tecumseh 
said that.there appeared “по” 
need for a meeting," since 
positions had not changed. 

Mead was trying to organize a 
meeting since last week. 

Also last week, EMT attorney 
Richard Roble threatened that 
EMT would sue the city for 
payment for Tecumseh based 
service from April to August under 
a contract with the city. He 
estimated amount at $2,900. 

Mead commented, ‘‘When and if 
a bill is presented, there’s no doubt 
that council will approve payment 
of the bill.” 

Mead added that as yet there has

been no invoice received from 
EMT asking for payment. 

City Manager Cal Zorn said he 
received "nothing in writing" from 
EMT requesting payment, ‘‘except 
for the contract itself.”

EMT continues to 
Tecumseh area ,residents 
Palmyra and Adrian.

OK'd by Schools 


A record budget, one ap- 
proximately 10 percent higher 
than a year ago, was adopted by 
the School Board Monday evening. 

Budget approved for the 1979-80 
fiscal year amounts to $6,633,330, 
compared to the past budget of 
$6,019,085. 

Gene Cooley, assistant 
superintendent, blames the bigger 
budget on inflation that has af- 
fected all school costs. 

In the budget, instruction costs 

amount to $4,690,360. This includes 
elementary, junior high, high 
school, special education, driver 
education and adult education 
Second major expense is $1,197,012 
for maintenance and operation. 
‚ All salaries and related em- 
ployee fringe benefits amount to 
approximately 77% of the total 
budget.

Perlinski's 
reserve chute ‘‘streamed and 
did not open," Lang told. 

Lang, who was piloting an 
aircraft et the time of the 
accident, said he believed a 
“thermo condition" caused 
the accident since other 
witnesses told Lange that 
Perlinski was thrown back up 


into his chute. 
“These were two ex- 
perienced people, doing 


something they knew how to 
do," Lange commented. 

Perlinski landed in a corn- 
field southeast of the airport 
and was conscious at the time, 
apparently with two broken 
legs, a possible broken pelvis 
and internal injuries, Lange 
stated. 

Perlinski was taken by 
amublance to Herrick 
Memorial Hospital then later 
transferred by helicopte to 


University Hospital, Ann 
Arbor where he died in 
emergency surgery, Lang 
said. 


Lang stated that this was 
the fourth death related to a 
‘parachuting accident since 
Parachuting Services started 
operation in Tecumseh 16 
years ago. The last fatality, 
previous to Saturday’s ac 
cident, happened six years 
ago in 1973. 

Lange added that a record 
of more than 7,200 jumps have 
been made at Parchuting 
Services this season.

The Sauk and Potawatomi Indians 
first traversed this main thoroughfare 
as a portio# of the Sauk Trail. It 
became a military road after

for Accused Murderer 


A Tecumseh man and his half- 
brother are reported making 
progress toward a normal life, 
almost a year after they were 
critically wounded in a shooting 
spree that left five people dead and 
two wounded. 

Tommy L. Brown, 29, of 
Tecumseh—a  paraplegic since 
Oct. 1978 — is moving this weekend 
into a new home on Britton Hwy., 
Britton. The house if fully equipped 
with wheel chair ramps 
throughout. 

His father-indaw, Dave Stiles, 
reported that the new home was 
made possible by a pension plan 
and a generous settlement from St. 
Paul Insurance Company. Prayers 
from members of the Tecumseh 
Friends Church and kindnesses of 
many local people also aided in his 
recovery, Stiles said. 

Brown resides on Cairns St., with 
his wife, Cheryl, and sons Tommy, 
9; Timmy, 7 and daughter, Terri, 
9 

Brown was president of St 
Lawrence Boring-Milling nce., 
Ypsilanti, where the shooting 
incident took place 

Another employee of the com- 
pany, Bobby Baker, 26, of 
Westland, was also injured in the 
same shooting incident. He is 
reported to be recovered more 
completely, although he still gets 
about with a crutch. He expects to 


return to work soon. 

Billy Hardesty, accused of 
killing five persons, including his 
parents and wounding the two half- 
brothers, Brown and 
Baker, is scheduled to appear Oct. 
9 and 10 for a competency hearing 
before Washtenaw County: Circuit 
Court Judge Ross W. Campbell. 

According to Lynwood Noah, 
senior assistant Washtenaw 
County prosecutor, Hardesty has 
twice been declared competent to 
stand trial by psycologists at the 
Center for Forensic Psychiatry, 
but Hardesty's attorneys have 
asked for futher psychological 
testing. 

Hardesty is accused of killing 
five persons and wounding two 
others in an overnight shooting 
spree last Oct. 18 and 19. 

Police believe Hardesty killed 
his parents in VanBuren Town 
ship, Wayne County, Oct. 18, 
before going.to an Ypsilanti bar in 
Washtenaw County he 
fatally shot two men, one from 
Canton Township and another 
from Belleville. 

Early Oct. 19, Hardesty went to 
his ex-father-in-law's tool and die 
shop in Ypsilanti, police said, 
where he killed a fifth person, his 
former brother-in-law, апа 
wounded- Bobby J. Baker, 26, of 
Westland and Tommy L. Brown 
29, of Tecumseh.

City Pays EMT Bill, 
Says Ambulance Problem 
Is with County Request 


Tecumseh City Council 
authorized payment Monday night 
of $2,373 to EMT Ambulance for 
four months service, from May to 
Aug.-31. 

Action was taken on a letter from 
EMT attorney Richard L. Roble 
asking for payment under the 
cohtract to provide Tecumseh 
based service to the community. 
EMT withdrew its local ambulance 
Aug. 31 for economic reasons. 

With this payment, Tecumseh 
completes its contract agreement 
topay EMT a $1 per capita subsidy 
for Tecumseh based service. City 
previously paid EMT $2,373 for the 
first four months of the year. 

EMT is still serving Tecumseh 
and other communities north of 
Tecumseh, such as Macon and 
Clinton Township, with ambulancé 
service from Adrian. 

In his recommendation to 
Council to pay the. bill, City 


Manager Cal Zorn stated, ‘‘AsI see 
it, our difference is not with EMT 
but with the county over the hold 
harmless clause.” 


Unless the county changes its 
position — which county officials 
indicate is unlikely — the city of 
Tecumseh will not receive reim- 
bursement for its payments to 
EMT because Tecumseh has not 
signed a hold harmless statement, 
exempting the county from 
liability in the event of a suit. 


City Attorney Greg Forsthoefel 
said that, before EMT receives 
payment, he requested a letter 
from EMT attorney Richard L. 
Roble stating that EMT is aware of 
no action against the ambulance 
company for service it rendered 
while under contract in Tecumseh 
prior Aug. 31. EMT had threatened 
to sue if the city did not pay the full 
amount for the previous service

Tecumseh voters led the county 
with the greatest percentage of 
‘уез’ votes to approve the one mill 
charter levy for special education, 
requested by the Lenawee In- 
termediate School District.

School District approved the 
millage request by a vote of 3,822 
"yes" to 2,101 “no”. 

Approximately 13 percent of the 
voters in the ISD voted Monday. 
About 10 percent voted іп 
Tecumseh, Clinton and Britton 
districts, about the same per- 
centage as in recent school elec- 
tions. 

Millage passed in 10 of the 12 
school districts in the ISD.

“This will be the major impact 
after the construction at the Milton

Some -look 
exactly as the books say they 
should, snowy white head 
stripes alternating with bold 
black stripes. No trouble here 

On the other hand, there are 
birds with white bibs who have 
the same head stripe pattern 
except that the white is tan 
and the black a dark brown. 

Females? The duller colors 
would indicate that except 
both sexes of white-throated 
sparrows are ‘dressed’ the 
same. Many books show 
immature white-throats as 
having brown and tan head

Getting back to more timely 
things brings me to à short 
item in the September issue of 
‘*Audubon’" magazine.

screech owls the question 
always arises, why. 

Researchers at Cornell 
University may have 
discovered part of the answer. 
they found that the gray phase 


screech owls need sub- 
stantially less energy to 
survive extremely cold 


weather than do the reds. 
Thus when food is difficult to 
obtain, those who can get by 
on shorter rations stand a 
better chance of surviving. 

But again, one answer poses 
another question. The ex- 
planation is logical for why 
there are more gray screech 
owls in the northern are of 
their range but it does nothing 
to help answer the questions 
about why there are few red 
screech owls in the southern 
portions of their range. And in 
the west they are nonexistent 

Now getting. back to more 
untimely things brings me to 
a short item in the gep- 
tember/October *'In- 
ternational Wildlife." It was a 
super issue devoted entirely to 
animal behavior. Interesting 
why some things are done and 
some things aren't done

Chimney Fire? 


It's no fun. If it doesn't burn the house down, It will 
probably wreck you chimney and scare you half to 
death. Here's how it happens. 


Bogin with one dirty chimney - 


not cleaned for a couple 


let's say a fireplace 
years. The soot lining the 


chimney fluo Is saturated with flammable stuff called 
creosote. (More detail on creosote is available in any 
dictionary.) It doesn't take much to ignite creosote — a 
newspaper fire sending flames up to the damper is 


enough. 


Once kindled, a creosote burns with joyous abandon. 
In a, matter of seconds the fire spreads up through the 
flue creating а draft that only helps things along. At this 
point your average chimney fire begins to roar and 
howl, sending the occupants of the house running for 


cover. 


If you run, you'll be treated toa real fireworks show. 
As the creosote fire builds and intensifies the heat melts 
the mortar between the brick. The red-hot mortar act- 


vally drips into the flue, 


only to be caught up in the 


tremendous updraft, and these tittte fire bails shoot out 
the chimney and onto the roof. If you're lucky. the 
chimney will fall apart destroying one end of the bulld- 
ing — Н you're not, this miniature volcano can bring the 


whole house down. 


However, if you stand your ground, a chimney fire can 
be controlled. Put out the fire In tho fireplace with an 
extinguisher or sand. Cover the opening with a wet 
blanket, call the fire department, and hope for the best. 
But It should be pointed ou! that having your chimney 
cleaned Is a lot easier op fhe nerves than the sand and 


wet blanket method.

hawk happenings in three days deserve some 
kind of comment, It was all most: exciting. And 


: puzzling.. , 

Hawks are apt to c con- 
fusing, no news about that; 
They never seem to look like 
the books say they should and 
what would appear to be a 
‘very definite "identification 
mark in the field (in my case 
window pictures) hardly 
shows up on the color plates. 

And one of my favorite 
tricks is to study the 
illustrations, settle on the one 
which closest matches what I 
saw and then discover that 
never in the wide wide world 
would it ever be seen in 
southern Michigan. But for all 
this hawks are exciting. 

It is unusual for us to see 
these birds of prey at this time 
of year. Most often they come 
around when the weather is 
cold. I'm not complaining 
though, the early appearances 
were totally. unexpected and 
thus even more thrilling. 

It is started on a Sunday 
afternoon. During a lull in the 


football game 1 glanced 
outside just to see if anything 
was happening. Wow, it 
certainy was! 

Unfortunately Mom was 
involved with a telephone 


conservation and could not 
share the pleasure or confirm 
what I was seeing:, What I was 
seeing was a small hawk. 

Poised to land in the'top of 
the mulbery tree, his wings 
were up in a V, his legs tensed 
and thrust forward, his tail 
fanned open. Suddenly 
something happened, he 
changed his mind, veered 
away from the tree, and was 
out of sight 

My lasting impression was 
his smallish size, perhaps a bit 
larger than a mourning dove. 
The under side of his wings, 
body, and tail was light, 
almost a creamy white. 

I could see no markings but 
this quite possibly was due to 
the light. Bright, almost harsh 
sunshine, could very easily 
have washed out and breast 
streaking or tail banding. 

What I believe I saw is 





a 





sparrow hawk. The female, 
who is always slightly larger 
than her mate, ‘is about 13 





inches long. They have whitish 
underparts and rusty-red 
markings on their tails but, as 


mentioned before, the bright 
sunshine could have blotted 
out these markings

should have

How 
exciting! 

If this earlier-than-usual

If it doesn't burn 
the house down, It will pro- 
bobly wreck your chimney 
and scare you half to death. 
Here's how it happens. 

Bogin with one dirty chim- 
ney - lot's say a fireplace 
not cleaned for a couple 
years. The soot lining the 
chimney flue is saturated 
with flammable stuff called 
creosote. (More detall on 
creosote Is available in any 
dictionary.) it doesn't take 
much to Ignite creosote - a 
newspaper fire sending flames 
up to the damper Is enough. 

Once kindled, a creosote 
burns with joyous abandon. 
in a matter of seconds the 
tire spreads up through the 
flue creating a draft that 
only helps things along. At 
this point your average chim- 
ney fire begins to roar and 
howl, sending the occupants 
of the house running for 
cover. 

Н you run, you'll be treat- 
ed to a real fireworks show. 
As the creosote fire builds 
and intensifies the heat melts 
the mortar between the brick. 
The red-hot mortar actually 
drips into the flue, only to 
be caught up In the tremen- 
dous updraft, and these little 
fire balls shoot Gut the chim- 
ney and onto the roof. if 
you're lucky, the chimney 
will fall apert destroying 
one end of the building - 
If you're not, this miniature 












ground, a chimney fire can 
be controlled. Put out the 
fire in the fireplace with an 
extinguisher or send: Cover 
the opening with a wet 
blanket, call the fire depart- 
ment, and hope for the best. 
But i! should be pointed out 
that having your chimney 
cleaned is a lot easier on the 
nerves than the sand and wet 
blanket method.

Tecumseh City Council offered 
the Tecumseh Area Chamber of 
Commerce ‘‘free’’ off-street 
parking from Nov. 25 to Dec. 24, 
during the Christmas shopping 
season, if the Chamber is willing to 
pay half of the revenue that will be 
lost to the city, or at least $500.

It's mo fun. If it doesn't burn 
the house down, it will pro- 
bably wreck your chimney 
and scare you half to death. 
Here's how И happens. 

Begin with one dirty chim- 
ney - let's say a fireplace 
not cleaned for a couple 
years, The soot lining the 
chimney flue is saturated 
with flammable stuff called 
creosote. (More detail on 
creosote Is available in any 
dictionary.) It doesn't take 
much to ignite creosote - a 
newspaper fire sending flames 
up tothe damper is enough. 

Once kindled, o eosote 
burns with joyous abandon. 
In a matter of seconds the 
fire spreads up through the 
flue creating a draft that 
only helps things along. At 
this point your average chim- 
ney fire begins to roar and 
howl, sending the occupants 
of the house running for 
cover. 

tf you run, you'll be treat- 
ed toa real fireworks show. 
As the creosote fire bullds 
and intensifies the heat melts 
the mortar between the brick. 
The red-hot mortar actually 
drips into the flue, only to 
be caught up in the tremen- 
dous updraft, and these little 
fire balls shoot out the chim- 
ney and onto the roof. if 
you're lucky, the chimney 
will foll apart destroying 
one end of the building - 
if you're not, this miniature 
volcano can bring the whole 
house down. 

However, Н you stand your 
ground, a chimney fire can 
„Бе controlled. Put out the 
fire in the fireplace with an 
extinguisher or sand. Cover 
the opening with a wet 
blanket, call the fire depart- 
ment, and hope for the best. 
But It should be pointed out 
that having your chimney 
cleaned is a lot easier on the 
d nerves than the sand and wet

Petition Seeks 
Graduation 
Speaker Change 


Tecumseh high school 
senior Phil Conklin presented 
a petition of 176 signatures, 29 
of them faculty members, to 
the school board Monday night 
requesting a policy change 
toward graduation speakers.

As they flitted from tree to 
tree, from bush to bush, with 
numerous side-trips to snack 
at the sunflower seeds on the 
food trays, they talked to each 
other. Their shrill. high- 
pitched little voices clearly 
said, '*Chick-a-dee,dee,dee."" 

They looked grown-up too. It 
was a good summer, we Saw 
more young chickadees than 
ever before. They were 
comical looking, so thin and 
almost scrawny. 

Their, feathers were far 
from smooth, too. Mature 
now, they are smooth and soft 
looking bundles of feathers 
with disproportionately large 
black heads. 

The stormy days of winter 
are never so bad if we can 
have. these cheerful and 
carefree free spirits visiting 
the feeders. 

The trim and neat tufted 
titmice and the upside down 
white-breasted nuthatches are 
reminding us of what is 
coming too. The other day 
Mom, saw four nuthatches 
exploring the trunk of our 
neighbors’ cherry tree. 

And the gray titmice seem 
to know when fresh seeds are 
put on the food trays. They are 
not daily regulars yet but our 
fingers are crossed that soon 
they will be. 

If nothing else told us what 
time. of year it is we would 
know it after one look at the

foods is resulting in little rolls 
of fat. x 2 

They have a well-fed,‘ self- 
satisfied look. And their fur 
coats are thick and luxurious. 
Perfect protection for what is 
coming. 

The chipmunks — yes on 
warm sunny days we still see 
them — do not seem to have 
put ‘on much extra weight. 
However, their coats are 
becoming noticeably thicker 
and their colors seem richer. , 

By the way, when a fox 
squirrel visits the ear of corn 
m after the chipmunk has 
eft, the difference in their size, 
and agility is brought home 
with such an impact that we 
all chuckle. 

The big squirrels are giants 
ahd their movements seem so 
cloddish — ordinarily we think 
of fox squirrels as rather fast 
and well co-ordinated. 

At this time of year a 
question about bluejays 
always arises. Do they 
migrate or not? We have them 
12 months a year of course, 
but also each fall there are 
reports of large flocks of 
bluejays. This would indicate 
that perhaps they were getting 
together and settling on flight 
plans. 

Well, the general consensus 
seems to be that these brightly 
colored birds do indeed 
migrate. 

It is not a long flight, the 
population from one area 
merely shifts to the south a bit 
and-a more northern group 
fills in the area just vacated. 
Thus our winter bluejays are 
probably not the same one 
who summer here along 
Evans Creek. 

The redbirds, the cardinals, 
are as breathtakingly bright 
and colóffu! as аге the fall 
leaves. For much later than 
usual we -had juvenile car- 
dinals around, their topknots 


were skimpy, their necks 
poorly feathered and even 
their bills dull and dark 


Nothing like that do we see 
now. 

There seems to be a few 
females but oh, how gorgeous 
are the two males. They 
simply could not be a richer 
red. They are beautiful now, 


but imagine how they will 
show up on a snow filled 
feeder.

Tax on Checks 


State Representative Jim 
Hadden has urged his con- 
stituents to write legislative 
leaders in Lansing to make 
them aware that Michigan 
consumers oppose a proposed 
10-cent tax on every check 
cashed. N 

Hadden said he is calling for 
the letter-writing campaign to 
House Speaker Bobby Crim 
(D-Davison) and State 
Representative George 
Montgomery (D-Detroit), the 
bill’s sponsor, to advise the 
officials of the widespread 
opposition to the plan. 

Under the plan introduced 
this summer, persons who 
cash checks would be charged 
a 10-cent tax. 

For instance, if an employee 
cashes a paycheck, he or she 
would be taxed 10 cents on th 
check. If а  businessm 
receives his receipts 
checks, he would һе taxed for 
easy payment made to him. 

The money derived from the 
tax would be used to fund that

Idea Saves Money, Complaints 


by Kathy Brown 

Money. Everybody would 
love to have more these days. 
Especially Wayne County and 
Chrysler. Everybody would 
love to save ‘more money. 
Especially taxpayers. 

That's why this story is 
important to you if you pay 
taxes in the city of Tecumseh. 

Its a story about saving 
taxpayer money and dumping 
sludge. But if you were told. it 
was about dumping sludge, 
you might not have read this 
far. So keep reading, because 
it's mainly about saving your 
taxpayer money. 

About a year ago, the city of 
Tecumseh stopped dumping 
sludge from its wastewater 
treatment plant 

Sludge is a wet grayish 
black muck that is left after 
well—after sewage is treated 

Sludge can be a stinker of a 
problem for any city, 
especially if the city has to 
stop hauling it and start stock- 
piling to the tune of 4,500 
gallons рег day 

The city of Tecumseh 
stopped hauling its sludge last 
year because folks started to 
complain about tHe smell 
when it was spread in liquid 
form on local farmers' fields 

The sludge was stored in the 
city's three drying beds and 
one of three digester tanks 
The plot thickened. 

One way to get rid of the 
odor is to knife the sludge into 








the ground “The idea 
basically came through 
Dave," said City Manager Cal 
Zorn. This method is used on 
hog farms 

Dave is Dave Williams, 
Tecumseh Street superin 
tende city employee for 
about years 

The new method meant 
different equipment. After 


about a.year of shopping, the 
city discovered that the 
system it needed would cost 
about $100,000 new 

But instead of purchasing 
new equipment, Dave scouted 
this area of southeastern 
Michigan and nearby northern 
Ohio for good 
equipment for the city

The result of Dave's 
Scouting expedition was that 
four pieces of the necessary 
equipment were purchased for 
$20,000, one fifth of the cost of 
the new equipment. 

The four pieces are a 7,000 
gallon transport tanker and 
truck cab to haul the sludge to 
the fields. Also a 110 h.p. farm 
tractor and 2,000 gallon 
disposal tank that hauls the 
sludge onto the field and 
knifes it nine to 12 inches in the 
ground. The furrows are then 
easily disked by the farmer. 

Because the city has its own 
maintenance department, the 


life expectency of the 
equipment will be “at least 
seven years’, estimated 


Assistant City Manager Paul 
Preston. He pointed out that 
earlier this year, the city 
received half the purchase 
price for two trucks in a city 


auction, a testimony to the 
work of the city’s own 
maintenance crew, the oft 


times unsung heros 

“Ме hadn't hauled in over a 
year," explained City 
Manager Cal Zorn. “It only 
took a couple -of days to 
eliminate the emergency we 
had," with the stockpiling 
sludge 

Because the new plant E 3 
field transport tank has a 7,000 
gallon capacity, the city saves 
time and energy making one 
trip instead of four with the 
previous 1,500 gallon transport 
tank 
“A lot more land is open to 

now. Farmers are in 
terested to take the sludge 
now that it’s buried," added 
Zórn 

The sludgeyhigh in nitrogen, 
has soil nutrient value. Pre- 
tests and post-tests taken for 
the city by an independent lab 
keep a check on the amount of 
heavy metals from the sludge 
in the soil, a concern of the 
state and local governments

So this scenario has a happy 
ending for several people. You 
the taxpayer saved money on 
the equipment.

The Natural Resources Commission, under the author 
ity of sec. 1 and 3 of Act 230 of the Public Acts of

3. Take or possess a TIGER MUSKELLUNGE except 
in accordance with laws, rules and regulations 
governing muskellunge. 

4. Take LAKE TROUT by means of a spear or bow and 
arrow from any of the waters of this state. 

5. Take on the. GREAT LAKES and connecting waters 
with SPEAR or BOW and ARROW: (a) walleye, sauger, 
Atlantic salmon, coho salmon, chinook salmon, 
pink salmon, or splake; (b) perch except on Lake St 
Clair during January and February; (c)-northern pike 
except during January and February; (d) muskellunge 
except during January and February on Lakes Superior 
Michigan, Huron, and the St Mary's River, (e) sturgeon 
except during February. 

6. Take or attempt to take any species of TROUT or 
SALMON from any of the waters of this state except 
by hook and line during the open seasons prescribed, 
and within the minimum size limits, and maximum 
possession limits indicated below:

The first cocky апа 
adamant remark was 
something to the effect that 
most of the birds who trek 
southward in the fall, were 
long gone and.the ones we 
perhaps missed the most were 
the robins. Nothing wrong 
there, we had not seen any 
robins for many, many weeks 
and we did indeed miss them 

Then came that dark and 
dreary Friday with lots of 
wind and occasional rain 
showers After a late 
breakfast and before 1 was 
sitting up, in a reading 
position, I suddenly noticed 
that the trees and bushes out 
of the south window were 
absolutely alive with rather 
large dark birds 

Large in comparison to the 
chickadees, tufted  titmice, 
and upside-down white- 
breasted nuthatches who had 
breakfasted with us. 

The way they were flocking 
to the barberry bushes and 
Prettyman’s large beautiful 
cottoneater made mie first 
think of cedar waxwings. No, 
they were too large with too 
long'tails, too dark and not 
upright enough. I called Mom 

She went to the front window 
and immediately announced 
that we were invaded by 
robins, My bed was rolled half 
way up and 1 could see what 
she meant: The yard ànd road 
as well as everything else 
were alive with milling birds 
How exciting 

We can only figure that this 
was a late departing group 
from north of us. They ‘fueled 
up' on the ripening berries 
and, 1 suppose, juicy insects 

scratched up from Under the 
fallen leaves. As for size and 
color they were definitely 
"'larger and darker than our 
usual robins 

The dark day could possibly 
have accounted for some of 
the color/but I seriously doubt 
that it was an important 
factor. I would quicker think 
that what we were watching 
was the visible proof of the old 
axiom that near the 
northern border. of their 
territorial range are apt to be 
darker and bigger 

Now come the chipmunks. I 

still saw them on

The chipmunks visits were 
few and far between 
however when a weather 
front flew through and 
brought à dark dreary day 
very Windy and with а 
shocking drop in the tem 


perature, that was the day we 
had chipmunk action galore 

And, as with all of our 
chipmunk watching, there 
were new things to discover 
When опе was. harvesting 
corn, hanging on to the cob 
with all four feet and wren 
ching off kernel after kernel 
we were surprised to see that 
his stiff bristly tail was almost 
prehensile. It.did not actually 
grasp enough to pick up ап 
object but it certainly 
wrapped around the curve of 
the corn cob enough to give 
support. Also leverage 

Then we started noticing a 
confrontation between the 
chipmunk and bluejays. The 
little guy hurriedly filled his 
cheek pouches with first 


sunflower seeds and, when the 
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trays were empty. of these big 
flat seeds, turned to corn 

Two jays were loudly 
squawking and making quick 
harrassing visits to the near- 
my-window feeders. They 
were meant to be harrassing 
but, in. actual fact, the 
chupmunk was only 
moderately worried. 

Finally we realized that the 
birds were far more interested 
in the fat cheek-pouched tiny 
animal than the bill-of-fare the 
food trays offered 

We can’t be sure, of course, 

but after watching the action 
off and om most of the af- 
ternoon, it almost seemed that 
the bluejays were following 
the chipmunk. Could they 
have been staking out his 
cache, getting ready for a 
raid? 
Usualy the  chipmunk's 
pantry is in little side rooms 
off the main underground 
tunnel but this tiny character 
was taking a new route, he 
was running just under the 
edge of Diepenhorst's creek 
bank. Could he have been 
careless enough to merely 
scratch through the leaf mold 
and deposit his treasures 
where conceivably a bluejay 
‘could help himself? 

Time will tell — or maybe it 
won't. x

OK’d by FmHA 


Tecumseh’s senior citizen 
housing project pre-application 
was approved for a $1.5 million 
mortgage loan and up to 60 rental 
unit subsidies, according to Gary 
Goodemoot, district director of the 
Farmers Home Administration 
office in Fowlerville. 

Goodemoot said that this gives. 
Tecumseh’s non-profit senior 
citizen housing corporation, Or- 
chard Terrace Housing Cor- 
poration, ‘‘the authority to proceed 
with its, application" which will 
include final working drawings 
and specifications, management 
plan, construction contracts, etc 

Deadline for the application is 
four months. The Tecumseh 
housing corporation expects to 
receive a letter with details later 
this month. 

The approval came 18 months 
after Tecumseh filed its pre- 
application. 

Goodemoot explained that there 
is no guarantee of the money and 
subsidies, but “essentially we're 
holding the money for them for

The $1.5 million mortgage loan 
will build a project of 50 units and 
is less than the $2.3 million mor- 
tgage loan that the Tecumseh 
housing corporation applied for. 

The original project was for a 
four-story, 122 unit structure to be 
built on eight acres on Adrian and 
Pottawatamie Sts., a gift to the 
city for senior citizen housing only.

Well, juncos come close but 
wé have never ,jgóticed the 
subtle tints in the Т feathers, 
slate-blackish and slate 
grayish would be difficult to 
tell apart and I am afraid that 
the claret-purple eyes just 
look dark. 

This is the time of year that 
the juncos fly in for the winter 
and, inspite of them remin- 
ding us that cold weather is on 
the way, it is always nice to 
bid them welcome 

They are friendly birds 
quiet and attractive. They are 
congenial and enjoy not only 
their own company but that of 
chickadees, titmice, 
nuthatches and finches 

Whereas a feeder full of 
English sparrows is a noisy 
quarrelsome affair, the juncos 
seldom bicker and practically 
never fight 

They rival the chickadees in 
their acceptance of winter's 
worst but, unlike the 
chickadees who seem to meet 
thé storms with high spirits 
amd carefree attitudes, the 
јчасоѕ are more stoic and 
seem to accept a blizzard as 
just something that happens in 
winter

When we happened into à 
state park in the Keweenaw 
Peninsula, it was like entering

to see what they say about 
juncos brought to .light a 
rather surprising fact. Here in 
the east we have our slate- 


` colored juncos but in the west, 


in the Rocky Mountains and 
along the Pacific Coast, there 
are some 15 to 20 varities i 

Some sound most attractive, 
the white-winged, the pink- 
sided, and the red-backed. The 
Oregon junco is supposed to be 
a handsome fellow with a 
mahogany brown back 

Then, of, course, there are 
the Montana juncos and the 
Arizona juncos. There is even 
a Point Pinos junco who is 
confined to a small section of 
the southern California coast 
When territories overlap there 
is cross breeding which 
produces hybrids. And more 
confusion. 

All in all we are perhaps 
fortunate in having but one 
member of the junco family. I 
just wish they would quit 
calling them snowbirds

Zoning Problem 
Back to Council 


A multiple family development 
and senior citizen housing project 
proposed by Clinton developer Ed 
Day received a setback last 
Tuesday, Nov. 20. 

Fhe Tecumseh Planning Com- 
mission voted unanimously to 
recommend denial of the rezoning 
request for approximately 30 acres 
of the Fuller property.. The area 
lies north of W. Chicago Blvd. at 
the west end of the historical 
district. 

But the actual by 
Tecumseh City Council whether or 
not to rezone the property for 
multiple family development may 
not come until next year 

Since the planning commission 
routinely approves its own meeting 
minutes before sending them to 
council, the planning commission's 
recommendation will probably not 
be handed to council until its Dec 
17 meeting. 

City Attorney Greg Forsthoefel 
told the Herald in his opinion, 
council "should hear arguments 
for and against the project and 
should not summarily reject the 
request" when it comes back to 
council with the planning com- 
mission recommendation. 

Because council meets the first 
and third Mondays of the month, 
with Dec. 17 the last regularly 
scheduled meeting for the year, it 
could be a January meeting before 
City Council has a public hearing 
on the question to rezone the Fuller 
property. : 

The planning commission's 
decision to recommend rejecting 
the rezoning request came im- 
mediately after a 90 minute public 
hearing at which the majority of 
the some 50 citizens in the audience 
opposed the rezoning from single 
family to multiple family RM-1. 

The planning commission's 
decision came with surprising 
quickness and without discussion 
by the planning commissio 
members after the motion came to 
the floor. 

А burst of applause from the 
audience greeted the vote. “We 
won this one," said Chris Neilson,

He was one of several in the 
audience that had attended a 
public hearing the night before at 
city hall to oppose zoning or- 
dinance amendments that would 
allow five story senior citizen 
housing in 
unanimously approved 
change despite citizen protest. 

When the crowd dispersed after 
Tuesday's planning commission. 


hearing, the commissioners 
drafted a list of eight to 10 reasons 
why it vetoed the rezoning request 
Each of the eight commissioners 
apparently had an individual 
reason. 

Those reasons included: 

1. Ingress and egress of the 
proposed project on Chicago Blvd., 
2. Lack of a through : street 
guaranteed in the project. 3. Need 
for more senior citizen housing not 
proven. 

4. Lack of positive senior citizen 
response to this project. 5. Lack of 
positive citizen response to the 
project. 6. Questión of land use 
compatiblity of multiple family 
housing with existing single family 
housing. 

7. Concern for setting a legal 
precident regarding the total 
acreage of the property that ex- 
tends north. 8. Failure. to have 
single family dwellings planned in 
the development. ` 

“I don’t think you are going to 
get people who are for a project 
like this to come out for a public 
hearing," City Manager Cal Zorn 
commented to the commission. 

“I can't believe that in this size a 
community we can't have another 
ingress-egress on Chicago Blvd." 
he added. 

In general, commissioners 
commented that the second site 
plan did not change enough to 
satisfy them. Some objected to 
federal subsidized housing for 
tenants other than senior citizens. 

The prime objection voiced by 
members of the audience was the 
federal subsidized housing for the 
project which would be available 
to families, individuals and senior 
citizens, below a certain income 
level. 

A set of petitions signed by over 
330 residents citywide was 
presented to the planning com- 
mission by John Long, president of 
the newly formed Tecumseh 
Homeowners Association which 
opposed the federal subsidized 
housing project. 

The petitions did not state op- 
position to federal subsidized

A number of winters ago we 
enjoyed such an invasion and 
oh, what excitement it caused. 
Large flocks of white birds 
with. russet markings .sud- 
denly appeared along the 
edges of roads and in fields 
where the weed stems rose 
above the thick snow blanket. 
Actually their -roadside 
congregating was not very 
safe. Many were killed. They 
could not seem to handle our 
heavy traffic. A weedy field 
was different matter. 
Snow-buntings are experts 
at balancing on the tiny tip- 
end$ of seed bearing weeds 
and either knocking the seeds 
to the.snow, where they can 
easily be picked up, or simply 
running their bill along the 
stem and thus stripping the 
seeds 
Its assumed, but in no way 
proved, that food is the main 
reagon these birds are such 
erratic migrators 
Undoubtedly, severe 
weather which limits the food 
supply in the north must ac- 
coubt for their. occasional 
appearances south of their 
normal range. However, it 
seems much too simple to 
claim that it is the one and 
onlj reason 
Snow-buntings are 


These are truly birds of the 
far north. They nest in the 
treeless tundra of the Artic 
and. sub-Artic. In such 
featureless country it must be 
difficult to find protected nest 
sites but they do the best they 
can and hide their nests 
beneath тосК outcroppings or 
tangles of vegetation. 

Good builders, their nests 
have three distinct *walls' 
the first of earth and mosses, 
the middle weed-stems and 
grasses, and the inner cup has 
a soft lining of fur- and 
feathers. 

Unfortunately few of us are 
apt to see the-snow-buntings 
on their summer range. A 
shame too for the males in 
breeding plummage must be 
handsome fellows with their 
wings and backs. Even their 
eyes and bills are black 

The females kave brownish 
bills, a bit of black on their 
wings, but their heads, backs, 
and upper breasts аге 
streaked and spotted with 
rusty brown/red. By the time

Are Reported · 


Tecumseh's curriculum 
consultant, Wayne Kaiser, 
reported the results of the 1979 
Michigan Educational 
Assessment Tests ‘to the 
School Board Monday night. — 

The reports are not based oh 
a national or state average, 
but allow local educators the 
opportunity to see areas 
where student learning is the 
lowest. : . 

The tests have been taken in 
Tecumseh for four years now 
in grades four and seven and 
two years in the 10th grade. 
The state recently -returned 
the results of the latest Sep- 
tember tests. and reported 
those results in'15 catagories, 
as they have in the past for 
both math and reading. 

The catagories, for example 
in math include percentages, 
decimals and fractions, three 
areas where students here and 
throughout the -state con- 
tinually score low. Students 
also scored low in reading 
comprehension areas. 

Kaiser explained the results 
Monday, using the percentage 
of students in the Tecumseh 
school system that passed 75 
to 100 percent of the ob- 
jectives. Students in that 
catagory are considered' on 
the fourth level for state 
results 

In the fourth grade, 69.9 
percent of the children were 
on the fourth level in reading 
in 1979. They answered at 
least 75 percent of the r 
objectives correctly 
figure has been on a gradual 
rise since 1976 when the tests 
first started and the students 
scored 54.4 percent

The 1976 
percent was 82.3, with the 
results going down after 76 
and then gradually back up 
the seventh grade, 61.7 
percent of student:

Keith Family Discovers ‘Past’ in- Attic

'Twas the week before Christmas 
when all through the Willard Keith 
House, 410 E. Logan St., there were 
ohhs and ahhs 

The family cleaning its 
attic, making way for packages of 
Christmas ornaments when what 
to their wondering eyes did appear 
but a time capsule of sorts 

*At first there was this 
newspaper," said Mrs. Keith, still 
unbelieving and holding up an 
1880s copy of a never before heard 
of journal. ‘“‘Then we reached 
inside between the layers of the 
floor and started pulling out more 
and more of it.” 

Her husband, a Tecumseh 
Products employee, located a 
remnant of a 142 year old math 
book. “He said, ‘Oh, look at this.’ 
And I said, what is it? What is it? 
We couldn't believe that it was 142 
years old.” 

“It may not all be worth 
anything to anybody else," ad- 
mitted Mrs. Keith, ‘‘but 
makes me feel kind of good that it 
is here and that something lasted 
this long.” 

That fragile remnant of a math 
book was one of the oldest items 
believed to have been left behind 
by the Richard and Louise Hold- 
way family with sons, Edward and 
Thomas. They were among the 
first owners of the Keiths' century 
plus home, according to the 
property abstract. 

Coincidentally, it is located 
across...the._.street._from...the 
Musgrove Evans home, the oldest 
in Tecumseh. 

The rest of the Keith family — 
Jeff, 14, Tina, 13 and David, 10 — is 
just as intrigued by the assortment 
of historic leftovers. 

Most of the items are what one 
might describe as ‘‘business 
souvenirs" or tokens, like calen- 
dars and almanacs. 

Some óf them bear the names of 
Tecumseh area businesses in- 
cluding druggist J.W. Patterson, 
for which the Tecumseh Public

Grim Finances 
for Red Cross .
